While 
sheila broke over the front 4lne.'>- -many Spaniards 
were busily engaged in carryiiijC forward reforms tho 
people had voted for in the February elections. While 
the students themselves formed battalions to defend 
their Gonmment, representatives were hard at work 
to preserve the functions of government. 

Inside the t)Vtaeks wo found young people 
making preparations for n session In tho front lines 
scheduled to begin the next day. Many of ihcm were 
of hlgh-achool nge; many 6t them wore girlsrbespitc 
their youth and lack of truliiln'K thny were on' thelr 
way to do their part in this struggl^^lo preserve de- 
mocracy. They represented tho youth of Spain, uni- 
versally convinced that if their country was to offer 
hem n clvlll7«d and peaceful life, It must remain a 
democracy. Iloveralon to a illi;i;ctor.slilii which onco 
before had llm'.tol their freedom and oppurliiniiy was 
one thing they would flglii to Ilio death.
